French Blue Jackets Sacrifice Live* 


and Make Ponible Capture of 


St. George*. 


fBV i»«OCIATEI> I'RESB.) 


Paris, Dec. 31.—How the heroic self 
sacrifice of six French 
bluejackets 
made possible 
the 
capture of St. 
Georges, a town less than two miles 
from Nieuport, is described by the 
Matin's war correspondent 
in 
Flan- 
ders. He says: 
"The attackers had driven the Ger- 
mans from the advance trenches, but, 
taking refuge in the houses in the vil- 
lage, the Germans soon placed their 
assailants in a difficult position. The 
situation of a force of Belgians isolat- 
ed on a strip of land surrounded by a 
flood became critical, and the artillery 
alone was able 
to 
affect' anything 
against the enemy. The British bat- 
teries at namsoapelle tried, but their 
shells burst over the French. 
"Six 
bluejackets 
then 
hoisted a 
threo inch gun on a large punt and 
poled along the canal behind the pil- 
lage, running the gauntlet of tho Ger- 
man field.

Reports on the surveys made of the 
university, the normal schools, and 
the high schools, and the Investiga- 
tion of state printing are to be made' 
separately to the legislature. There- 
fore, in this report, which Is a general 
review of the work of the State Board 
of Public Affairs since its creation by 
the legislature in 1911, these matters 
are referred to but not discussed.

The men of the Chausseurs Alpine are hardened to the ri^oroua 
winter conditions, for each one of the corps is a former AJpine euide.

from traps. The targets of 
"pigeons" are composed of river, silt 
and tar, molded into a shape similar to 
a saucor. These are impelled by the 
releasing ot a strong spring when the 
word "pull" is called to the trap boy. 
The "shooters," in squads of five, 
tako their places sixteen yards or 
more in the 
rear 
of the traps and 
shoot In rotation. 
Few sports are as scientific as trap 
shooting, . The 
rapid calculation 
of 


iead, elevation, angle, etc., the nice 
decision and instant action quicken. 
the eye. and hand. Work at the traps 
drives away brain fag, Tor the reason 
that it requires intense concentration 
on «, pleasurable pursuit. 
Thus, the 


brain worker finds real relaxation in 
trap shooting, 
without the physical 
exhaustion which in many games more 
than offsets the good effects o£ the 
mental diversion.

A double censorship exists, one In 
Paris and the other in Bordeaux. Tae 
newspapers complain that the censor- . 
ship concerns Itself with everything, 
including many things that are nemo 
of its business, and also allege that it 
is arbitrary and caprlc'ous. A certain 
news story might receive the ratifica- 
tion of the censorship in Paris, while 
Bordeaux would condemn the same 
story and . vice versa. Under .these 
conditions the Parisian newspaper 
editor has been at a loss to know what 
he can do or what he can exoect. 
Papers have to go to press an hour 
and a half earlier than usual, in order 
to send three copies of each sheet to 
the censor's office. Then they have to 
wait until each sheet is examine* and 
permission telephoned 
to use it, or 
not to use certain indicated portions. 
Only after every sheet has tliua pass- 
ed, can the paper go to press. It the 
regulations 
o£ the 
censorship are 
ignored, all copies are confiscated and 
publication suspended, a very severe 
punishment. 
Protest against these 
conditions is constantly being mwle, 
and it Is known, in Paris that Great 
Britain has 
found 
it expedient to 
intervene in this matter. 
The French newspapers admit tha.. 
the movement of troops 
obviously 
should not be published for patriotic 
reasons, but they nnd it most difficult 
to understand why tho giorious deeds 
of their armies and the men compos- 
ing them should not be recorded for
